PHILADELPHIA 
I P - The Am­ 
vets’ lith annual national conven­ 
tion closed 
here Sunday 
with a 
blistering attack on the adminis­ 
tration’s 
“ bluff poker’’ civil de­ 
fense program and a condemna 
lion of the first session of the 84th 
Congress. 
A resolution denied that the gov­ 
ernment has any “ actual or effec­ 
tive 
civil 
defense” 
and 
warned 
that “ our American cities and the 
civilian population slumber at the 
pagan 
whim 
of the Communist 
enemy and his hydrogen bombs.” 
The resolution said present civil 
defense policies would “ write off 
as expendable of upwards of 50 
million lives and hence the public 
must be alerted to the crisis.” 
“ We believe that the adminis­ 
tration at Washington is playing a 
game of bluff poker, with our na­ 
tion and lives upon the table as 
the stakes.” the Amvets said. 
The convention declined to au­ 
thorize the Am vets’ 
annual con­ 
gressional award, with the criti­ 
cism that “ no member of Congress 
has contributed in a manner which 
would merit this high award.’’ 
Rudolph G. Pc"ata, Berwyn, III ,
